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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
Taxes 
1985's 17% increase in the tax rate was due to many factors; increased 
spending by the Town and school district, increased population in both 
Town and school; refusal by the State to let us use reserve fund monies for 
the Holt land, the State’s refusal to let us use a larger part of the general 
fund surplus to reduce taxes. 


Article 3, 1985 Warrant 
This article was correctly drawn for its stated purpose - to buy land and to 
construct a building thereon. However, the fnal amendment called only for 
the purchase of land and this the State wouldn’t allow. This factor added 
$1.62 (plus/minus) to the tax rate. 


Village Green Committee 

This committee of concerned citizens was formed for the specific 
purpose of preserving and enhancing the beauty of the Common and the 
rest of the Village area. Through the effort and generosity of this 
Committee, the Conservation Commission, the Temple Band and The 
Ladies Aid Society nearly $2,300.00 was spent on fertilizing and pruningin 
the Village area. This sum is reflected as an overdraft in the Parks and 
Playgrounds budget. 

Later in the year, the Committee sponsored a Fall Festival which was very 
successful. Many individuals and almost all organizations in town 
contributed to the success of the Festival. 

This ad hoc committee deserves our thanks and our continuing support. 

Highways and Bridges 

The Selectmen feel that at this time there is no need to add to the Bridge 
Repair Reserve Fund and have not placed it in the Warrant. If we buy a new 
truck it may be prudent to forego voting new funds for the new Equipment 
Reserve Fund also. 

We are talking with our Town Counsel regarding the establishment ofa 
co-operative for the plowing of private drives. More information will be 
available at the annual meeting. 

Our compliments to Tim Fiske for the guiet and efficient manner in 
which he goes about the Town’s business.

TEMPLE ROAD AGENTS REPORT 
Winter Maintenance: 

Our sand and salt consumption was quite high due to the amount of ice 
we had in January, February and March. However, our plowing costs, 
including driveways, were down from 1984 due to the small amounts of 
snow. It’s mainly because of this, that we are able to end the year with 
$4000. remaining in the winter budget. 

Summer Maintenance: 

The gravel roads were ditched, graded, and gravel added as was 
necessary. Remember, that we have to work together with the weather on 
these. It’s impossible to keep a gravel road smooth in heavy rains and 
difficult to keep dry roads graded. 

The corner on Colburn Road by the intersection of Thomas Maynard 
Drive was widened. We plan on widening several other narrow spots along 
this road in the future to make it safer for the heavy traffic it now receives. 

Tylers Hill was also widened and graveled. I would like to tar this hill in 
the near future if at all possible. This would make it easier to maintain in 
both summer and winter as well as being much safer for the school bus. 
Tarring: 

The brush was cut back along West Rd. and several culverts were 
repaired or replaced. We dug several large boulders and stumps from the 
road bed. We then patched, shimmed, and sealed the road as far as the town 
line. There were several complaints about the material that we used to 
shim with because it is a slow-curing material. However, the cost is less 
than half of the fast-curing material and does the job just as well. 

We plan on doing this same thing to Mansfield Rd., the tar part of Hill Rd., 
and Cutter Rd. this year. 

Bridges: 

Bridge railings were replaced on three bridges and several others were 
repaired and painted. The steel beams under Martin’s Bridge on Webster 
Highway were sand blasted, primed, and painted as was recommended by 
the State bridge engineers. This bridge will need more work done on it in 
the not too distant future. 

New Equipment: 

In the spring of 1982, the selectmen decided that it was time the town 
owned it’s own dump truck, so a 1976 Chevrolet truck was purchased. In 
my opinion, this was a good move. It is now 1986 and our truck is getting 
very tired. With this being the last year we have to make payments on the 
grader, I believe that now is the time to update the dump truck. The cost of 
repairs that we will save alone would nearly make the payments on anew 
truck. We depend upon this piece of equipment nearly everyday. We can’t do 
our job cost-efficiently if we are spending all our time repairing it.

Fortunate, indeed, are the people of the four (4) Towns served by The 
Souhegan Valley Volunteer Ambulance Service. In no other way could our 
citizens benefit so much from such an excellent service at such a low 
individual cost. 

During the past year we have established a good working relationship 
with Montachusett Ambulance Service of Fitchburg, Massachusetts, 
whereby this Advanced Life Support Unit can be called to meet our 
ambulance enroute to Burbank Hospital and provide IV Therapy and 
Cardiac Care for critically ill or injured patients. 

In addition, through two-way radio, patients on the way to the hospital in 
our ambulances can be constantly monitored by doctors direct from the 
hospital. Furthermore, we are able to call upon the helicopter of the 
Massachusetts medical Center for immediate transfer to their special 
facilities in Worcester when necessary. 

All these support functions are important but the Service would be as 
nothing without its staff of dedicated volunteer Driver/Attendants. 
Additional attendants are badly needed and for this we appeal to the many 
new citizens who have recently moved into the area. There is no better way 
for us to fulfill our civic responsibility than to become a member of this elite 
group. For information about becoming a member call David Dow at 878- 
2492 or either of your Town Directors. 

Recently our special services were rewarded in a very special way. 
Southern New Hampshire Services, who operate the senior citizens 
housing in Greenville has made a $3,000.00 donation to the Service witha 
promise of $1,000.00 for each future year. 

The Service is in sound financial condition. It should be noted that the 
per capita rate of $3.76 has come down substantially this year due in large 
part to: 1. Careful attention to expenses by our Attendants; 2. The 
substantial donation from Southern New Hampshire Services, and: 3. The 
greater number of people in the four (4) Towns who share the expenses. 

The Directors wish to thank the Driver/Attendants for their part in 
making 1985 a successful year for The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service. 

Also, a special vote of thanks is due Bruce Wheeler for the successful 
completion of the new street map of the four (4) Towns. Copies may be 
obtained from the Driver/Attendants.

AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 

Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires 
throughout our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading 
causes of the 1,605 fires were children and fires kindled without written 
permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law 
that will impact all forest landowners.

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SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 

The Southwest Region Planning Commission is a voluntary association 
of 28 towns and 1 city whose citizens understand the purposes and value of 
both local and regional planning. Over the past year the Commission as 
served the members in countless ways. Some of the more noteworthy 
include: 

A Commission Regional Highway Advisory Committee studied the 
regional highway needs and made recommendations to the Governor's 
Advisory Commission. The Planning Commission’s recommendations 
were evident in the resulting report which, when implemented, funding 
from the State Department of Transportation, the Commission is 
continuing to study regional transportation issues. 

Undoubtedly, the largest project undertaken by the Commission during 
1985 was the compilation of a Socio-Economic Profile of the entire region. 
It is a tremendous resource and was designed for ease of updating so it will 
remain a valuable resource in the years to come. 

The Commission has begun a Regional Housing Market Analysis which 
is designed to document the housing issues and concerns facing the 
region. This study was made possible by a Targeted Block Grank received 
from the state. 

In addition, the Commission continued to assist towns through 
planning and zoning technical assistance, grantwriting, cooperative 
purchasing, and computerized tax and utility billing services. 

In Temple, the Commission provides computerized tax billing services at 
a considerable cost saving to the town. In addition, the staff is always 
available to provide technical advice and assistance to the planning board, 
zoning board of adjustment and selectmen in dealing with the important 
planning and development issues facing the town.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY AND MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 
Statistical Overview for the Town of Temple 

Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service provides a full range of 
treatment for individuals who need counseling or are experiencing a 
mental disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis, age or 
income. The Peterborough District Office is open five days and two nights 
every week, and we provide 24 hour emergency services 7 days a week. 

It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment 
area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 

Last year the Peterborough District Office served of 900 individuals* 
with more than 13,259 hours of direct treatment. Also available through 
our agency are psychiatric, case management, housing and day treatment 
services. 

This past year, for the town of Temple we provided 65 visits for direct 
treatment. Of the 14 open cases, 7 were male and 7 were female. 

Two of these individuals were certified as chronically or severely mentally 
ill, as per New Hampshire Department of Mental Health guidelines. The 
average fee for service, paid by the client was (less than) .68¢ per hour. 

The number of visits for the 14 served were as follows: 

12 seen for 1-10 visits 
1 seen for 10-30 visits 
1 seen for over 30 visits 


Primary referral sources were as follows: self-referred, physicians, 
schools and clergy, in that order. 

*Note: this figure is reflective of open cases and does not contain those 
individuals who may have been seen as adjunct members of treatment (i.-e., 


family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of referral). 


WOMEN’S CRISIS SERVICES 

The Women’s Crisis Services of the Monadnock Region is a non-profit 
organization serving victims of domestic and sexual abuse. Our services 
range from peer support to court advocacy, temporary emergency shelter, 
and community education. These services are provided free of charge by 
our full time staff and 35 trained Crisis Intervention Volunteers. 
- I have enclosed an informatinal brochure outlining our services. 1985 
was our busiest year yet, with just over 2000 calls received (compared to 
just over 1000 calls in 1984). We have begun to do more outreach to the 
eastern Monadnock Region, and are now available twice a month in 
Peterborough to meet with people, or to talk over the phone without along- 
distance charge. In addition, training and community education has been 
offered to local police, medical personnel, civic and church groups. 

This year we are requesting a small donation from each town in 
Hillsborough County that we serve. This funding will enable us to continue 
to improve and upgrade our services in the eastern Monadnock Region. 
Although we have been in existence for seven years now, we find there are 
still many people who don’t know who we are or how we can help. As we 
continue to do outreach, the need for our services will continue to grow. 

We would like to request $50 from the town of Temple for 1986. Thank 
you for your consideration of this request.

Moderator David Sullivan had the following elected officers take the oath 
of office. Selectman Peter Caswell; Town Clerk, Gerda Tyler; Town 
Treasurer Raymond Willard; Tax Collector, Gerda Tyler, Road Agent, 
Timothy Fiske; Auditors, Cheryl L. Fry, Beth Weston, Elizabeth Sullivan; 
Trustees of the Trust Funds, Christina Caswell, Mervin Willard; Fire 
Engineer, David Taylor; Planning Board, William Groff and George Heck. 


Article *3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
two hundred sixty thousand dollars ($260,000.00) for the following 
purposes: 

To purchase from Mrs. Shirley Holt a tract of land that lies between 
Hadey Highway and N.H. Route 45. 

To construct on said land a municipal building to be used by the Fire 
Dept. and Police Dept. and as a municipal office building. Or as an 
alternative, remodel the present Fire Station to house the municipal offices 
instead of having them housed in the above mentioned municipal 
building. 

The money, if appropriated, shall be raised in the following manner. 

All money in the capital reserve fund established under Article 15 of the 
1983 Town meeting shall be withdrawn and expended at the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen. The balance of the money appropriated under this 
article shall be raised through the issurance of long term notes or bonds 
with the terms of said notes or bonds not exceeding 20 years. 

Robert Frazier read article 3 and gave a fine presentation of the plans for 
a new fire house, town offices and police department. Frazier said 5 
construction companies were approached but only one, Hutter 
Construction Corporation of New Ipswich, offered to build with a price of 
$206,000.00. Holts land would be $50,000.00 dollars. In 1983 the town 
raised $25,000.00 and set it aside as a municipal building fund for the 
future. Hutters price for the combined structure included site wourk, 
septic system and well. There were many comments pro and con as why we 
needed this building. The old firehouse could be available for the Souhegan 
Ambulance Service to store their ambulance. Temple would still own the 
old firehouse and maintain it. New Ipswich, Mason and Greenville would 
pay 3/4 of maintenance, our share would be 25%. 

Carolyn Carter thanked Bob Frazier for all the work that had gone into 
the project but sited that Holts land was swampy and would need lots of fill. 
She said the present fire house could have another stall added and 
townspeopole could give a hand at renovating the building. 

An amendment to the motion was to delete the remodel of the existing 
fire station to house municipal offices instead of having them housed in 
above mentioned municipal building, this was voted to be deleted. 

An amendment to motion that the town raise and appropriate 
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$150,000.00 dollars to purchase land and build a firehouse 48 x 60 was 
made by Wilfred Weston, seconded by George Heck. Voice vote was taken 
and this motion was defeated. 

An amendment was made that the selectmen shall appoint aappropriate 
committee of seven (7) people to oversee the construction of the firehouse 
including an architect, a contractor, a fireman, a policeman, a selectman 
and 2 citizens and this committee shall hold a public hearing. 

An hour was alloted for a secret ballot. Results were 84 yes, 56 no, 1 
abstained - 60% to 40%, not enough to carry. 

A motion was made to adjourn until Friday, March 22nd at 8:00 PM.
